G.S.R.1006-—In exercise ol the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (62 of 1962), the Central Government, beinE 
satisfied that it i.s necessary in the public interest so to do, here'^ exempts 
Tobacco, unmanufactured falling under Item No. 24 of the Second Schedule to 
the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), when exported, from so much of the 
duty of customs leviable thereon under the said Second Schedule as is in excess 
o£ the duty leviable at the rate ol 20 per cent ad valorem. 

2. This notification shall be deemed to have come into force on the 6th June, 
1966. 
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G.S.R. 1007.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 25 of the Customs Act, 1902 (62 of 1962), the Central Government, being 
satisfied that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, herely exempts Jute 
rags falling under sub-item (iii) of Item No. 2 of the Second Schedule to the 
Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), when exported from so much of the duty 
off customs leviable thereon under the said Second Schedule as is in excess of 
Hie (Jdty. leviable at the rate of 20 per cent ad valorem. 

Provided that the Assistant Collector of Customs is satisfied that the Jute rags 
are useless for tmy purpose to which cloth or rope or bag is ordinarily put. 

2. This notification shall be deemed to have come into force on the 6th June, 
1966.
